For at least the fifth time, Courtney Logan challenges the legality of
his extraditions between the states of Tennessee and Mississippi. See Logan
p. State, 311 So. 3d 724 (Miss. Ct. App. 2021). This court has twice “warned

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Logan that submitting frivolous or repetitive filings challenging his
extradition could subject him to sanctions.” I re Logan, No. 21-60156, 3 (5th
Cir. May 5, 2021) (citing In re Logan, No. 15-60658, 1-2 (5th Cir. Nov. 20,
2015)). In fact, in order to get around his three strikes which would otherwise
have prevented him from raising this claim, Logan paid the filing fee for this

case.

Like his previous attempts to challenge his extraditions in state and
federal court, Courtney’s present filing is frivolous and wholly without merit.
This appeal shall be dismissed and Logan is again WARNED that any future
frivolous, repetitive, or otherwise abusive filings in this court or any court
subject to this court’s jurisdiction will subject him to additional and
progressively more severe sanctions, including monetary sanctions and
further restrictions on his ability to file pleadings in this court or any court

subject to this court’s jurisdiction.

DISMISSED.
